'LIBERTY" AMENDMENT 



"Section 1, The Government of the United States 
shall not engage in any business, professional, commer- 
cial, financial or industrial enterprise except as speci- 
fied in the Constitution. 

"Sec, 2. The constitution or laws of any State, or the 
laws of the United States shall not be subject to the 
terms of any foreign or domestic agreement which 
would abrogate this amendment 

"Sec. 3. The activities of the United States Govern- 
ment which violate the intent and purposes of this 
amendment shall, within a period of three years from 
the date of the ratification of this amendment, be liqui- 
dated and the properties and facilities aflFected shall be 
sold. 

"Sec. 4. Three years after the ratification of this 
amendment the sixteenth article of amendments to the 
Constitution of the United States shaU stand repealed 
and thereafter Congress shall not levy taxes on personal 
incomes, estates, and/or gifts."

Pope Pawl VI's latest encyclical, Populom Pro- 
mm which The Wanderer appraised editorially 
two weeks ago. has been less enthusiastically grifeted 
in various quarters both here and abroad. A few of 
our readers, too. have written to tell us they could 
not agree with our characterization of this Papal 
document as a "grcit encyclical," because -as one 

such critical correspondent expressed it - Pope 
Piul. unlike all of bis predecessors on the Chair of 
Peter, apparently sees lit in this encyclical to condemn 
ONLY THE CAPITALIST SYSTEM but not the 
far more inhuman, militantly atheistic, material- 
istic system known as Socialism and/or Commu- 
nism." ' ,, t I 

In 2 similar vein, William F. Buckley Jr. has 
described hpulom hogtm as "an unfortunate 
encyclical" one in which "the Pope seems to be call- 
ing attention to the limitations of capitalism" while 
ignoring the economic profligacy and criminal^ in- 
justice inherent in modern-day forms of Socialism- 



We frankly admit that, upon first reading this 
encyclical, certain passages - e. ?., paragraph 26, on 
the capitalist "system" - seemed somehow ambig- 
uous, distorted, even misleading, Nevertheless, long 
experience has taught us: (1.) that an encyclical let-, 
tcr must never be read as an isolated document, but 
must always be carefully analyzed in context with 
the entire antecedent program of Papal thought and 
teaching as enunciated in all of the encyclicals and 
allocutions of the Popes, past and present; (2.) that 
any encyclical letter which at any point seems to veer 



save "new injustices" and "new disasters." He urges 
all people, as individuals working together in ''inter- 
mediary bodies" and. where necessary, also in co- 
operation with public authorities f para. 33 ) , to help ^ 
the poor, the oppressed and the 'afflicted peoples of 
the world to think and act as befits men made in the 
image of God. 

At the same time he admonishes the State and 
other public authorities that by encouraging private 
initiative and intermediate bodies to work toward 
this desired goal, thcj' will avoid "the danger of com- 
plete collectivization or of arbitrary planning, which, 
by denying liberty, would prevent the exercise of the 
fundamental rights of the human person." 

In view of this unequivocal condemnation of 
SoclalisKomniuniit totalitarianism, it Is abundantly , 
clear that Pope Paul has in no way negated the 
principle of private ownership on which the free ^ 
enterprise system and human liberty itself are predi- \ 
cated, When he refers, in paragraph 2, to the great \ 
encyclicals of his predecessors, particularly Leo Xlll's 
RERUM NOVARUM and John XXIII's MATER ET 
MAGISTRA, and PACEM IN TERRIS. we may be sure 
that he does so for one reason only, and that is to 
IDENTIFY himself and his program with these il- 
lustrious forebears, not to divorce himself from them 
and their teaching. 

And what did Leo XIII have to say about pri- 
vate ownership in his Rmm fiovatum! "Private 
ownership," he wrote, "is the natural right of man, 
and to exercise that right, especially as members of 
society, is not only lawful but absolutely necessary." - 
But Leo XIII -also pointed out, as does our present , 
Holy Father, that, in the USE of one's own pos- 
sessions, we are obliged as Christians to share what- 
ever SURPLUS we may have with our less fortunate 
brethren. This obligation, said Pope Leo, "is a duty ' 
not of justice (save in extreme casjs) but of Christian 
charity, a duty not enforced by human law." Here, 
obviously, Pope Leo was giving the public author- 
ities to understand that thjy may not, like Robin 
Hood, simply confiscate or seize arbitrarily the pos- 
sessions of the rich to give to the poor. Only in ex- , 
trcme instances, thj Pontiff declared, where otjjanized 
bodies inflict intolerable injustice and hardship on 
individuals, only then is the State obliged to inter- 
fere — and even then "the limits (of such inter- 
vention) must be determined by the natur.* of the 
occasion which calls for the law's interference — the 
principle being that the law must not undertake 
more, nor proceed further, than is required for the 
remedy of the evil or the removal of the mischief." 
For "it should ever be borne in mind," said Pope 
Leo, "that the main thing to be realized is the safe- 
guarding of private property," by which is assured 
the welfare of the workers and all other segments of 
society who must liknvise be protected against insid- 
ious revolutionaries and fomcntors of discord and 
disorder. ^ 

It was to these same principles, particularly the . 
principle of private ownership, free enterprise, and > 
subsidiarity, that Pope John XXIII freely com- 
mitted himself in Matir cf Maghtra and Pacm in ^ 
Tern's. While public authority in the domain of so- , 
cial welfare "must not remain inactive," he wrote, it J 
miKr alw,iv« l<p>n In mind rlii» nrinrlnlp of ciihoHLir- ^ 



No Heresy? 

While a partial survey among American Catholic 
Bishops has revealed "no instances of definite heretical 
teachings or writings in American Catholicism" at 
this time, many individual Bishops admit that there 
is much unrest and ferment and a great^deal of mis- 
directed zeal in th.' Church in the United States, 

The contents of the Bishops' sUrvcy, revealed at 
a press conference during a meeting held last week in 
Chicago by the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, was in response to an inquiry, concerning 
questions of faith, which had been sent by Alfredo 
Cardinal Ottaviani, proprefect of the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith in Rome. The Cardinal 
had sent similar letters to the national Bishops' con- 
ferences of other nations last July, In it he called 
attention to certain abuses and excesses in the in- 
terJDKtation of various documents promulgated by 
the Second Vatican Council, and asked the national 
Bishops' conferences to be on the 'alert for them. 

Bishop Alexander Zaleski. chairman of the Amer- 
ican Bishops committee on doctrine, said the "no 
heresy" report, though representing only 68 replies 
out of a total of 261 American Catholic Bishops, 
was in response to Cardinal Ottaviani's letter. The 
Bishop explained that the report is therefore only a 
sampling, or an "interim report." based on evidence 
thus far available. Nevertheless, Bishop Zaleski said, 
this report was unanimously approved last week by 
the full Bishops' conference, and thus "it can be pre- 
sumed the Bishops as a whole feel there is no heresy 
in this country." (Catholic Hmld Cttizm, April 
I5th, 1967.) 

Two blocks fror.i the Chicago Bishops' Confer- 
ence, meanwhile, 'according to a Chicago Ttibum 
report, "Roman Catholics of the 'new breed' variety," 
reprjsenting some 23 lay persons from eight differ- 
ent U, S. dioceses "huddled far into the night last 
week, in a basement conference at the Harrison Hotel, 
to get acquainted, share ideas and chart what may be 
a national strategy of great significance to the Church 
in this country." Calling themselves the Association 
of Christians for Church Renewal, the "new breed" 
group is reportedly hoping to persuade the American 
Bishops, via "effective liaison" with their national 
conference, to establsh so-called "pastoral councils" 
across the country, through which "priests, nuns, 
brothirs and laymen would help run the church in 
America at parish, diocesan and national levels." (In 
Pope Pius X's encyclical on Modernism, published 
in 1908, in the chapter on 'The Modernist As Re- 
former," the sainted Pontiff describes the "reforming 
mania" which characterizes the Modernists in their 
frenzied efforts "to bring pressure to bear on the 
depositories of authority, until the latter consent to 
a compromise," One can't help noting how closely 
this description fits the 23-membcr "new breed" 
lobby, whose announced plans include, among other 
items, "updated high-school religious courses, revis- 
ion of the sacrament of penance, consideration of ad- 
ministering Confirmation at a later age, and whole- 
some sex education programs directed at both parents 
and children.") 



edging that disbelief had no: attained [\k extent or 
the stature that it has today. But in our own cen- 
tury, particularly in intellectual circles, agnosticism 
and even militant atheism have been rampant; and 
Catholics have been at the same time subjected to 
attacks on their Faith on the part of other Christians. 
They have heard their Church referred to as the 
Scarlet Woman of Babylon: their religious rituals 
as idolatry; their dcvoii; .w-as superstition. And none 
of this had very much effect. Actually, the attacks 
from without had the opposite effect: that of de- 
veloping a Catholicism prepared to defend itself; to 
explain that its premises were based on logic, reason 
and natural law as well as upon revelation; to stand 
firm in th; midst of ridicule. 

So why the change today .'^Modernity cannot be 
the answer; to itself, every age has been "modern," 
and, in terms of years, there is not much difference 
in eighteen hundred, nineteen hundred, or two thou- 
sand. For a long time, Christianity has been OLD. 

The conspicuous change that has taken place in 
the more recent past is this: that faith is now 
being undermined FROM WITHIN. As Ths Flo- 
lida Catholic observes, "we have all seen various 
attempts to question or distort such fundamental 
Catholic doctrines as original sin, the Resurrection 
of Christ, His Real Presence in the Eucharist, the 
Incarnation, and the virginity of Mary." The faith- 
ful are told by priests and Religious, or through 
religious publications, that "the old concepts are out- 
moded," that traditional beliefs and practices are 
"not relevant lo the modern world," and that the 
very concept of authority is suspect. 

Examine the literature rack in any church vesti- 
'bul'e; there's a good chance that you will find from 
one to half a dozen periodicals with articles that 
. laise questions about points of doctrine, that con- 
done disobedience to authority, or that manifest 
antagonism toward the morality taught by the 
Church, Visit Catholic bookstores, and in many of 
ihem you will find books by theologians, so-called, 
who attack the foundations of ALL Christianity; 
who write, in an ambiguous and cynical vein, about 
the "mythological" character of Scripture; who even 
promote, in the most extreme cases, the abandon- 
ment of all religion. 

Where formeriy books dealing with the problem 
of unbelief sought to provide the answers, we are 
now more likely to find them confirming doubt. 
Emphasis is placed upon a supposed unwillingness, 
if not an utter inability on the part of the people, to 
accept traditional doctrin-e; upon the rising tide of 
apostasy, the lack of "relevancy" in religious teach- 
ings. The reader who takes all this seriously will 
come out much more confused and doubtful than he 
was before. 

A graduate .student recently handed me a book 
recommended to him at a Catholic student center as 
a help toward "understanding the problems that 
confront the young person today," The book was 
a recitation of doubts concerning religion, and criti- 
cism of traditional Catholic teachings. This student 
was one of the more discerning; and, yet, his ques- 
tion was; "Why do they recommend stuff like this?" 



Catholic teStiiing willmvariably provdo-havc been 
due to a poor translation or mistranslation from 
the original text in which it was written. 

This latest encyclical, more specifically the one or 
the other important passage contained therein, is 
evidently no: an exception to this rule. Just as the 
late Pope John's encyclical, Mam ei Magim, was 
originally translated, or mistranslated, so as to in- 
clude what appeared to be a Papal endorsement of 
"socialization," when in point of fact there was no 
literal equivalent for this word in the official Latin 
text, so too in Pope Paul's latest encyclical, a key 
word has apparently been translated in such a way 
that th! "capitalist system," rather than certain ac- 
cidental features thereof, seemed to have been con- 
demned by the Pontiff. (Sec report on p, 1. by Fr. 
Felix Morlion, O.P.j and also the comment by 
OssefWfOrttoflno, same page). 

This erroneously translated passage, which,_as it 
stands, reads like an all-out attack on the capitalist 
"system," will be enough to throw the whole encycli- 
cal off balance, at least for superficial readers, and will 
tend to color other impprtant passages wherein the 
Pontiff is obviously addressing his urgent plea for 
justice and charity not in first place to the United 
States of America — whose people, whatever else 
their faults, are universally recognized as the most 

generous people in the world but rather to the 

Socialist and Communist countries whose hate-ridden 
and criminally predatory regimes arc ineluctably op- 
posed both to justici as well as chari/y! 

At any rale, of thii much wo miy be sure: The 
Mm nmpaper OSSERVATORE ROMANO ob- 
servBt that, dosplto cnthusiaillc comments by Lib- 
eralt, Sotiallits and Communitts, Popo Paul's 
POPULORUM PROGRESSIO does NOT condemn 
capitalism as a system, It does NOT condemn just 
. profits, nor savings, nor decent competition, but It 
does criticize certain errors and abuses of untram- 
meled "free enterprise"; it does criticize inordinate 
greed and lutt for power/ it does criticlie the Mam* 
monistic spirit, the ignomlnous principle of "anything', 
for•th^al^1ighty dollar'' and perhaps even the shBm^ 
ful policy of U,S.US.S.R. "bridge-bulldlng," cur- 
rently operative among certain financial speculators 
and business Interests here at home! 

But just as Pope Leo XIII, in his encyclical Rmro 
l^omm, did not condemn the sy'stcm pit se and in 
fact insisted that, under this flourishing regime of 
economy and industry Labor M Capital ought to 
work together harmoniously in 'the interests of the 
commonweal, so too Pope Paul is pleading not only 
with businessmen, industrialists and workingmen, 
but with all men and women of good will to becorne 
truly mindful of their tremendous responsibilities in 
this dread Hour. He is urging them — urging every- 
one in' fact — that unless we rid ourselves, in. our 
morals and institutions, of the searing blight of God- 
less materialism, of inordinate selfishness and 

greed and other predominant vices of this crisis-ridden 
era — civilization itself may perish, along with 
whatever good and bad systems of economics and 
politics have thus far been devised by the minds of 
men, Far from counselling overthrow of or revolu- 
tion against the existing order. Pope Paul cites the 
great danger in such a course (para, 34) and tells 
us that along this road we have nought to expect 



ity — to aid but never to absorb or destroy the in- 
dividual citizen ~ which is "a fixed and funda^ 
mental principle of sociarphilosophy." "The, prin- 
ciple must always be reaffirmed," said Pope John, 
"that the presence of the State in the economic field 
must not be exercized so as to reduce evsrmorc the 
sphere of freedom or the personal initiative of In* 
dividual citizens, bui rather so as to guarantee in 
tlut sphere the greatest possible scope, by the effective 
protection for each .md all, of the essential personal 
rights, among which is to be numbered the right 
that individual persons possess, of being always 
primarily responsible for their own support and that 
of their own family, which implies that in economic 
systems the free development of productive activities 
should be permitted and facilitated." {Mm e( Ma> 
gkm). 

It is obvious, therefore, that regardless whether 
it be Pope Leo, Pop* John, Pope Paul or any of the 
other great Pontiffs of modern times, the message has 
alv^ays remained essentially .the same. That message 
is in first place a calling upon individuals and inter- 
mediary groups everywhere to join together in com- 
mon purpose and, with the added help of the public 
authorities, earnestly and conscientiously strive, each 
and everyone in accordance with his own particular 
competence and station, to restore some semblance 
at least of justice and charity, tranquillity and peace, 
sanity and sanctity, to a seriously incapacitated and 
ailing society. The thing for all of us to bear in 
mind, therefore, is not — as one of our readers put 
it — that the Popes have never condemned Capital- 
ism, while all of the Popes have condemned Socialism 
^ and Communism —— though this fact, admittedly, 
is important too. What IS important, as all of the 
Popes have been trying to get through to us down 
through the years, is the one overriding central fact 
that throughout the length and breadth of the entire 
world, and not merely in the Communist East or in 
the Capitalist West, society itself is mortally sick, 
and the chief cause of this sickness is neither economic 
nor even social-political, but is above all els; moral 
and spiritual, a sickness that proceeds from out of 
the minds and hearti of men a'nd which will never 
be cured save by hard work, personal sacrifice, pen- 
ance,and prayer, combined with the hoped-for bless- 
ingSiand bounty of Almighty God.- ¥. L £' '' ' 

Ail over the Country solemn-facedvpcople are 
getting together to cat tunafish sandwiches, drink 
lukewarm coffee, and carry out an activity called 
Interfaith Dialogue. . . . 

I havcno objection to ministers, priests and rabbis 
getting together to discuss the poverty program or 
juvenile delinquency, or, for that matter, the preva- 
lence of noisy motorcycles. 

But when Christians and Jews get together to 
discuss religious differences, I sigh and shake my head. 

The sad fact is that when laymen engage in theo- 
logical dialogue they cheerfully exchange superficiali- 
ties and misinformation. And when clergymen or 
scholars do it, they walk gingerly around certain 
topics, like infantrymen poking their way through 
a minefield. - (RabB! HOWARD SiNGHR, in Tk 
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warned the Italian Bishops (NC report) that * some- 
:! thing vcry^strange and sorrowful is happening" not 
^ only in the a-religious and irreligious world, but also 
in the Christian Catholic camp. The Pontiff referred 
' to what he called "subversive voices." and to an in- 
explicable "dizziness of the spirit" that has become 
manifest everywhere. He spoke of "radical assaults 
on the most sacrosaiic: truths of our teaching." "Ev- 
ery dogma," he said, "which is not pleasing [to cer- 
tain updated Catholics | is called into question," and 
"the irreplaceable and providential authority of the 
mgismim is no longer considered." Some pretend, 
k said, "to preserve the name of Christian, though 
arriving at negation,-; far from any religious conte/it." 
In the circumstances, the Pontiff said: 

"It Is u{] to us Bishops above all, being the teachers

where that is not enough, we must denounce calmly 
and sincerely the errors circulating sometimes \\\it

, stand, to take pUy upon, to instruct, to correct those 
,who are still open lo dialogue and to the search for 
truth, and who are often eager for a serene and 
reasonable example of our witness and closer than 
they perhaps seem to reopening their eyes to the 
light of Christ"!

WhyA"CrislsOfUnbelicr? 

By Edith Myers 

Within the last nvc years, says a Catholic th^ 
ology professor, an increasing number of stu^ent^ 
are saying frankly that they id not sure they ac;cpt 
the teachings of the Church; that they arc not sure, 
in fact, if they have any faith at all. 

What is the reason for this phenomenon? Th'; 
answer which is repeated with tiresome uniformity 
is that because of the advance of science and of the 
influences of a secular society, the problems presented 
by evil in the world and the growth of questioning 
minds, the traditional truths of Christianity are no 
longer "relevant" and "meaningful" to the young, 
'and they^are no longer willing to accept them, 

But; thfs is ha'rdly an adequate explanation. The 
'advance of scieiice has been with us for many years, 
and some of the scientific accomplishments of past 
ages — the bindings of Copernicus and Galiko, the 
discovery of thj New World, etc, - were far more 
world-shaking in their time than is space travel for 
pKsent-day man, who has become accustomed to 
technological achievements. 

Certainly ^vil in the world is nothing-new; down 
through the centuries men have discussed this prob- 
km, The wisest men have recognized their incapacity 
to arrive at answers to everything in the world; they 
arc aware that man's finite understanding can never, 
in any century, know more of tht mind of God 
than He has chosen to reveal. Thus Christians have 
always faced the existence of suffering and evil with- 
out having their faith destroyed. 

Secular war upon religion is not new either, We 
will pass over the attacks in past centuries, ackaowl- 



'\ could not but'agrec with him that it would sef'vif 
to CREATE doubts and to undermine the religious 
ctrtainty of many, if not most, young readers. 

Over and over, today's young Catholic is told — 
until he begins lo parrot the line— how "irrelevant" 
his religion is; how pointless and restrictive its regu- 
lations. I have hcard'a priest say flatly. In a sermon: 
"Young people AREN'T HAVING the beliefs that 
their parents took for granted." ^(Since this priest is 
an ardent proponent of "new ideas," is it unreason- 
able to suspect that his statement comes of wishful 
ihinking?) Pricst-spoakcrs, with an apparent eager- 
ness to show that ihey arc "in," discourse on the 
"valuable contributions" made to religious thought 
by the farthest-out Protestant theologians, and advise 
their listeners tc reviw "outmoded" religious con- 
cepts. 

If such speakers and writers arc not aware that 
they do great injury to the faith of many of their 
listeners, then they arc highly unperccptlve. If there 
is a "crisis of unbelief." then it has come about 
largely through the influence of a self-appointed 
leadership — both clerical and lay — which is 
propagating its own dissatisfaction and uncertainty. 

Dissatisfaction with sound doctrine, while it may 
now be wider-spread than tvcr before, is not a 
twentieth-century development. The danger in its 
diffusion has, in fact, been noted since the days of 
the early Church, when St. Paul warned Timothy 
about the influence of those "having itching ears" 
who will "turn away their hearing from ih truth." 
This is a warning that is highly relevant right now. 



Ecumenism, No! Cooperation, Si! 

The ccum:nical movement is a waste of time and 
should be scrapped in favor of a militant move by 
all Christians to carry battle into the materialist 
camp, say the British authors of a book called Thi 
iYety Aforo/iii/. 

Sir Arnold Lunn, a Roman Catholic who has 
often lectured in the United States, and Dr, Garth 
Lean, an Anglican, have now brought out addi- 
tional chapters to the book they published in 1964. 
They say of the ecumenical movement: 

"We arc convinced it is a jvaste of time at best, 
and at worst an excuse for inactivity to discuss re- 
unions so far at least as Rome is concerned. There 
is not in the foreseeable future the remotest chance 
that Rome will abandon or that the non-Roman ' 
churches will accept the basic claims of the Roman 
Church." 

But cooperation between churches is needed, they 
say, because no one church can reverse the advance 
of atheism. 

Since 1964, they contend, attacks on Christian 
faith and morals have been pursued with increasing < 
confidence and i;vcr.incrcasing success by secular Ncw,^ 
Moralists, who are out to destroy both. NcvertheJ 
less, they insist; 

"The advance of atheism can be reversed and tl: 
decline of Christianity can be arrested, A great ChrjJ 
tian revival is not only possible but probable, pr 
vided that Christians in general recover their mor 
and , , . cooperate. ..." *■

A review of THE FUTURE OF BELIEF by Leslie De- 
wart (New York: Herder & Herder, $4.95). - Re- 
viewed by FRANK MORRISS, in the Denver REG- 
ISTER of April 2nd, 1967. 



PROFESSORDcwart is the ad- 
vance man for the approach- 
ing humanistic extravaganza 
in history, The "ThclFm In A 
World Come Of Age," as his sub- 
title reads, will be a religion in 
which the superiority of God and 
the inferiority of man Is dene 
away with, a religion recast "in 
terms that do not at all Imply 
God's ascendancy over man, or 
man's submission to God."

The wrong thing is that man 
has been so infernally proud as 
to conceive God as existing, or 
as Being, This Professor Dcwart 
believes to be the worst kind of 
anthropomorphism. 'Future man 
will strip God of any claim to 
existence, and simply have 
working agreement! with Him as 
a Presence, and a rkarkably fra- 
ternal Presence at that. How man 
can conceive a Presence without 
conceiving that Presence as ex- 
isting Professor Dcwart ne\er 
adequately expltiins. 

One thing is certain: for all his 
evident knowledge of the history 
of philosophy, the author shows 
considerable ignorance of what 
the metaphysical understanding 
of "to exist" really is. Dcwart 
equates it with the root meanings 
of the word "exist" -thul is, "to 
emerge out trf," or "to come into 
being."

States from voting on the Four- 
teenth Amendment. It is inter- 
ding to note that at Iho time 
he was living wilh a Colored 
mistress. 

In support of the action ex- 
cluding Senators and members of 
the House from the ten Southern 
Sta-les from the Congress of the 
United States of America, Sen- 
ator Stevens urged Ihc provision 
in the Constitution which author- 
ized each House lo be the judge 
of election;, returns and qualifi- 
cations of its members. / 

The Constitution provides that 
whenever two-thirds of the mem- 
bers propose an amendment to

Thus, only twenty- 
three States ratified ihe Four- 
teenth Amendment when twenty- 
eight were required to make it a 
valid part of the Constitution. It 
will be noted that every person 
excluded -is Senators and mem- 
bei-s of i-c House from the ten 
Southern States met the same 
qualifications Powell urges as the 
basis .for his 'lawsuit to compel 
lite House lo scat him. 
Sheer logic and judicial con- 
sIstCRcy dictate that if the Su- 
preme Court directs the House to 
seal Powell, it must uphold a 
challenge to the validity of the 
Fourteenth Amendment. In so in- 
validating the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment, Pandora's curiosity iii open- 
ing the 'box containing the myth- 
ical blessings of life will pale Into 
utter insignificance. The many ju- 
dicial "blessings of life," based 
upon the foundation of the in- 
valid Fourteenth Amendment, be- 
come null and void . , . without 
legal force. When the basis for a 
judicial determination is based 
upon an invalid authorization, the 



judicial determination is equally 
as invalid. A crumbled founda- 
tion cannot support the Supreme 
Court's blessings of life and all 
diat stands upon such foundation, 
by mere force of gravity, crum- 
bles with the crumbled founda- 
tion. 

Perhaps il will come to p?ss 
that those things over which only 
the Rev. Powell had control and 
which led to his exclusion from 
the Ninetieth Congress will prove 
to be "blessings of life" in many 
respects. 

In the light of the foregoing, 
it is appropriate to note the fol- 
lowing wisdom expressed by a 
great American patriot and one 
of this Nation's foremost consti- 
tutional lawyers, Daniel Webster 
(January 18th, mZ-Oclober 24th, 
1852): 

"Let our object be our Coun- 
try, our whole Country, and noth- 
ing but our Country. And, by the 
blessing of God, may that Coun- 
try itself become a vast and splen- 
did monument, not of oppression 
and terror, but of wisdom, of 
peace, and of liberty, upon which 
tlie world may gaze forever."

"new priests" ("new" is not syn- 
onymous for "younf ) who see 
tiicir mission as a crusade for 
socio- economic betterment of the 
less-privileged, and the priests 
who believe their work is one of 
ipirilualizlng man, and bringing 
him to a knowledge and love of 
God.

Florian, 
is not well, and spends most of 
ills lime in writing. His two as- 
si.Manls are busily engaged in 
visiting U workers (lo wliom 
they never mention God), and in 
attending meetings of Leftist 
groups of various shades, includ- 
ing Communist gatherings, When 
Fr. Barre, Ihc elder of Ihc as- 
astanls, sets out lo brief the new 
arrival on conditions in the par- 
i,';h,'lhc latter is astonished lo 
detect "a strange note of joy" in 
the speaker's voice wlicn he ex- 
plains thai in the last election, 



nicn. Ho is saddened to find the 
church, which is of beautiful 
thirteenth-century a r c h i t d t 
lure, stripped of statues and of 
all that could lend it interior 
beauty. And he is Ihc more dis- 
turbed by the offerings in the 
I)amph!et rack, which range from 
publications that foster social bit- 
terness to others frankly frivol- 
ous and worldly. He finally comes 
into open conflict with Fr. Barre 
when he destroys tlicse publica- 
tions. 

Rejecting the older assistants' 
conviction Ihat theirs is the only 
method that is "relevant" in the 
modern world, Fr. Ddance sets 
out to preach, forthrightly, the 
Gospel of Christ. His first success 
is in reaching the children in his 
catechism class; and their re- 
sponse brings more and more 
older people lo the church. 

The pastor finally confides his 
diflicullics with his two assistants 
to the Bishop, requesting that he 
iie transferred from the parish. 
The Bishop sends for him and, 
refusing his request for transfer, 
insists that he take his parish in 
hand and demand obedience of

Florian finds himself better able 
to deal with the dangers that con- 
front the Church, from within 
and from without. And with Fr. 
Ddance, he has an able assistant 
in carrying on his work. 

Closdy involved with the story 
of the four priests is that of a 
scientist and writer, who finally 
extricates himself from an illicit 
love affair and returns to the 
fervent practice of his Faith. He 
is helped in his spiritual battle 
by a priest In a neighboring par- 
ish who also works with the poor, 
with unswerving dedication to the 
Cause of Christ, 

For adult readers, the book is 
highly rccommcndable.

To tl)e annoyance and disgust 
. and consequent confusion of Cath- 
olics, an editorial appeared in the 
official newspaper of the Diocese 
of Winona, supporting the lib- 
eralization of the abortion law in 
the Stale of Minnesota. The edi- 
torial was immediately denounced 
< by Bishop Edward Fitzgerald of 
Winona. He declared that the edi- 
torial did not represent the oiH- 
cial opinion of the diocese. He 
siso stated that the Bishops of 
the State of Minnesota, like the 
Bishops of the State of New York, 
were drawing up an official state- 
ment regarding proposed liberali- 
zation of Minnesota's abortion 
law. 

No wonder some Catholics get 
t confused. Here is a Catholic edi- 
torial writer who has the arro- 
gance as well as the ignorance 
' to place himself in opposition to 
the explicit condemnation of abor- 
tion by Pope Pius XII in 1951 
. and to tiic nationwide protest of 
, all Catholic Bishops against the 
liberalization of presently enact- 
ed abortion laws.

' olic writer can use a Catholic 
newspaper to publicize such op- 
i position, something should be

Another source of Catholic con- 
fusion is the sole reference of

reach this conclusion merely 
boring. Alongside the sophistry 
in this work, an argument about 
how many angels can dance on 
llic head of a pin would be an 
eminently practical dialogue. Tlic 
method is distinctly scholastic, a 
method normally repugnant to 
the new breed, but what matters 
that when the conclusion about 
man's near apotheosis is so dc- 
Icclably humanistic? 

Dcwart must admit lliat this 
happy democracy of God and Man 
in the belief of the future does 
not quite reflect the way Jesus 
Himself spoke about His Father, 
or the attitude Christ 'recom- 
mended man have in regard to 
His Father. Dowart tries to es- 
cape from this by saying the Gos- 
pel accounts in this regard arc 
"conditioned by cultural factors 
such as the Hebrew culture of 
Josus' own mind and thought." 
This is dangerously close to claim- 
ing that Christ did not really 
know the Father as the Father 
truly is. Dcwart never does es- 
cape from the Son-Father pater- 
nalism so clearly related in Scrip- 
ture, although he disavows any 
paternalistic relationship between 
God and man in; future theism. 
". . . I think that the Christian 
theism of the future might so 
conceive God as to find it pos- 
i^ible to look back with amuse- 
ment om the day when it m 
thought particulariy appropriate 
that the believer should bend his 
knee in order to worsliip God.'!; 
If Professor Dcwart ever ''docs 
explain tlie inconsistency between 
his use of the term "worship" 
and his repudiation of the "ascen- 
dancy-submission" relationship, it 
escaped this reviewer. 

Dcwart sees the Church's "cri- 
sis of authority" linked to the 
"crisis of absolute .theism." Both 
Imply a hierarchy, and since fu- 
ture man is going to overthrow 
hierarchies, there will have to be 
a new type Church and a new 
type faith. Dewart, however, Is in)- 
palcd upon the hierarchical order 
of creation, something he never 
adequately deals with, preferring 



site of "nothingness," and .says 
nothing of origin. Any first-year 
student of metaphysics could have 
assured Dcwart of this.- 

If Dewart merely wanted to 
abandon this way of thinking or 
speaking, then his thesis and \\s 
antithesis would merely be a mat- 
ter of semantics. Some reviewers 
have seen it as simply this, and 
have had high praise for his cour- 
age in seeking new and more 
relevant concepts about God. T/ic 
hiuTc Of Bclkf is much more, 
however, than an exercise in sc- 
mantles - it is a handbook for 
"thcistic" humanism and its jet- 
tisoning of scholastic concepts 
(after a tortured exercise of 
scholastic method) is not a gel- 
ling rid of barnacles or impeding 
ballast; it is destruction of a 
treasure by a modern intellectual 
Vandal. That which is ogercd in 
substitute is really an insult to 
man. Faith is a type of heroism; 
but Dcrart's idea of man holding 
hands with a Presence is merely 
childish. 

Dcwart quotes at length and 
with some approval from the 
Marxist Roger Garaudy, finding 
favor in the French Red's excoria- 
tion of the faith of the past for 
turning manfs eyes away from 
earth and toward an earthly para- 
disc. This is a hoary charge 
against religion, but not a very 
pertinent or historical one. Not 
surprisingly. Professor Dcwart is 
not so impressed with the views 
of another Frenchman, Jacques 
Maritain, even though Maritain 
far ovcrtowers Garaudy as a 
thinker. 

All in all, Tlic Future 0/ Belief 
is a sterile sort of gnosticism, a 
pretending to prophecy and an 
out-of-hand rejection of the wis- 
dom of the ages in favor of the 
pottage of Toilhardian evolution- 
ism. 

It is an important book if only 
to show how a race of p^ygmics 
now holds court in what was once 
a kingdom of giants. It isl a good 
object lesson in the Year of Faith 
for those who might say the Pope 
is overly ^darmed. 
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other tnings, spchniiaiciiti action

BACKGROUNDS ON THE 
FOURTEENTH AMENDMENT 

Since the adoption of the Four- 
tccntli Amendment by the Thirty- 
Nmth Congress in 1866 and its 
having been made a pari of the 
Constitution on July 28th, 1868, 
many people have questioned its 
validity. Many urge that it is the 
product of fraud,, deception and 
coercion. 

To better understand the basis 
for challenging the validity of the 
Fourteenth Amendment, a brief

At the outbreak «f World War 
I in August 1914, Great Britain was pre- 
dicting Germany's defeat before Christmas 
of that same year, in a matter of only six / 
months. Great Britain was then telling the 
world "the boys out of the trenches by 
Chrislmai,'* But after fighting for two 
whole years, the British War Cabinet was 
deliberating upon the necessity of accept- 
ing Germany's peace offer without further 
delay. Great Britain could hardly continue 
to fight a war without food, without am- 
mauitnni and'with allies unwilling to fight. 
Great Britain sent three missions to tho 
USA during Worid War I to persuade tho 
USA to come into the war as Great Brit- 
ain's ally. They were unsuccessful. Franco 
sent a mission to the USA for. the same 
purpose but was likewise unsuccessful. 
Italy's mission likewise failed to persuado 
the USA to come into World War I as 
Great ^Britain's ally. These missions all 
found sentiment in the USA predominantly 
pro-German but could do nothing about it. 
From the earliest days of World War I, 
Great Britain made overtures to wealthy 
USA so-called Jews of German origin 
expecting through them to enlist USA sup- 
port for Great Britain's war effort and war 
aims. Great Britain's overtures proved 
unsuccessful however because practically 
all wealthy USA so-called Jews were cf 
German origin, particularly the partners cf 
important banking houses in New York 
with great influence on foreign policy deci- 
sions made in Washington in World War I. 
USA newspapers featured pro-German 
news and views under pressure from 
wealthy USA so-called Jews. The friction 
between Czarist Russia and Russia's large 
number of so-called Jews of Khazar origin 
was frowned upon by wealthy USA so- 
called Jews of German origin.

Great Britain believed the "status quo 
ante" basis of Germany's peace offer, the 
r«tum of European counti'ies to their status 
pi^or to the outbreak of World War I, con- 
firmed that Germany planned to proceed 
with the construction of Germany's Berlin- 
to-Baghdad railway project, an eight-day 
overland all-rail route from Hamburg in 
Germany to Basra at the head of the Per- 
sian Gulf, made possible by the concession 
granted to the German Kaiser by his friend 
fee ruling Sultan of the Ottoman Empire. 

At tbe outbreak of World War I the ter- 
ritory of the Ottoman Empire included the 
present territory of countries known since 
the Versailles Peace Conference in Paris in 
1919 as Turkey^ Syria, Iraq, Lebanon, 
Sau<fi Arabia, Yemen, Kuwait, Palestine 
and Jordan. Under the concession granted 
by the Sultan of the Ottoman Empire to tbo, 
Gorman Kaiser in 187S, German?^ Berlin- 
to-Baghdad railway was to be built on ter- 
ritory of the Ottoman Empire between, 
«he two cities of Constantinople and Basra. 

Germany's eighfc-day overland all-rail 
rouie from Hamburg to Basra would pro- 
,vide Germany with access to the markets 
and the natural resources of the Far East 
without Germany's shipping at the mercy 
of the British navy at all times. Germany's 
access to the markets and natural resources 
, of the Par East was at that time through 
the Mediterranean with Gibraltar at one 
end and the Suez Canal at the other end, 
botai defended hy impregnable British for- 
tifications to blockade the Far East in war. 

Germany's foreign trade was at all times 
at the mercy of Great Britain's navy. Great 
Bntain's navy was undisputed ruler of the 
seas. Germany's world-wide foreign trade 
everywhere was at the mercy of Great 
Britain's navy. German shipping to the 
Far East had to take either the shorter 
route through the Mediterranean or the 
I«oger route around the Cape of Good 
Hope wiuclk also was defended by impreg- 
nable British fortifications for similar use. 

The shorter route from Hamburg to 
Bombay then required approximately tlu-ee 
weeks and the longer route approximately 
eight weeks. The same trip would require 
less than eight days upon completion of 
Germany's all-rail overland Berlin-to-Bagh- 
dad railway between Hamburg and Basra. 

The completion of Germany's Berlin-to- 
Baghdad railway would make it possible 
for Germaiiy to land troops on India's bor- 
der in less Aan two weeks time. Great 
Britain regarded Germany's rapidly ex- 
panding military power and Germany's 
rapidly increasing world trade as a grave 
challenge to Great Britain's world leader- 
ship in these two fields for many centuries. 

Germany's growing challenge to Great 
Britain in world affairs was the outcome of 
the creation of the German Empire and the 
defeat of Fi-ance by the German Empire in 
the Franco-Prussian war. The German 
Empire was created only shortly before the 
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1870 yranco-Pnissian war by unitteff thre« 
hundred small separate states occupying 
an area approximately the size of the Statft 
of Texas. They were sovereign and inde- 
pendent at the tnno of the French RerolH- 
tion in 1793. Prior to the creation of the 
German Empire world affairs were domi- 
nated by Great Britain with very little to 
fear from competition of any other power. 
^ The newly created German Empire pos- 
sessed Ko colonies. The maritime nations « 
on Enrope's Atlantic seaboard. Great Brit- 
ain, France, Spain, Portugal and the Neth- 
erlands, colonized practically the entire 
world in tiie three centuries folio wing the 
discovery of the Western Hemisphere by 
Columbu8(?) IB 1492. Little of this world 
remained to be colonized when the three 
hundred small separate German states" 
Mnited to form the German Emphe and' 
■reaie a great German merchant marine.;; 

Thft Oitonaan Empire was defeated by

Franco-Prussian war. The Sultan of the 
Ottoman Empire entered into an arrang«-' 
ment with the German Kaiser for tho reor- 
ganization by Germany of the Ottoman, 
Empire's military forces.

Great Britain also proposed divid-( 
ing the world into two "spheres of influ-^ 
ence" aiming in that way to monopolize 
Tirorld trade between Great Britain and 
Germany promising many mutual benefits. 

Germany was a young nation and unable 
financially to undertake the construction of 
the Berlin-to-Baghdad railway all at one 
time. In spite of Great Britain's attractive 
offer, the offer was refused by Germany. 
Germany at that time was in a financial 
position to construct only small sections of 
the Berlin-to-Baghdad railway and was 
only able to do that with the assistance of 
German bankers among whom were Ger- 
man so'called Jews anxious to supply funds. 

A frustrated Great Britain was becom- 
ing increasingly^ frightened. Germany was 
already challenging Great Britain's leader- 
ship in world trade. With the prestige and 
power added to Germany's position in 
world affairs by the completed Berlin-to- 
Baghdad railway, Great Britain's leader- 
ship in world affairs would be seriously 
jeopardized. Great Britain reasoned that 
the only solution to the problem presented ' 
by Germany's Berlin-to-Baghdad railway 
project was to "smash" Germany.jn a war 
that would eliminate forever threat of a 
future German Berlin-to-Baghdad railway. 

Great Britain reasoned if Germany could 
be "smashed" in a war with Great Britain 
that the Ottoman Empire would collapse 
as the ally of defeated Germany. The , 
Ottoman Empire's collapse would make- 
the Ottoman Empire's territory "spoils of. ' 
war" subject to terms of surrender dictated 
by Great Britain. Great Britain planned by 
adopting that course of action to end the 
threat of Germany's Berlin-to-Baghdad raiU 
way concession. Great Britain for that pur- 
pose premeditated, provoked and precipi- 
tated World War I to "smash" Germany. 

Great Britain in 1904 approached France 
seeking a so-called "joint defense alliance" 
against Germany. France welcomed the 
idea, recollecting France's ignominious de- 
feat by the infant German Empire thirty " 
years earlier, France feared Germany's 



phenomenal military aad industrial expas- 
•ion in the faterveaing thirty years. This 
so-called "joint defenxo alliance" against 
Germany -was a "shotgun wedding" be- 
tween Great Britain and France, hittoric 
enemies, France was not in a position to 
decline Gr«at Britaia's offer and accept- 
ed immediately s^n^ frithout rcaervations. 

Great Britain next proposed a so-caHed 
"joint defense aliia&ce" against Germany 
to Cxarist JElussia. Great Britain ofiFered 
Czanst Russia the mduceraent of the Dar- 
danelles as a "warm-water seaport" for 
Russia, the dream of Russia's Czars for 
centuries. Caarist Rassia was to be re- 
warded with the Dardanelles as the "spoils 
of war" after Great Britain's defeat of 
Germany and the inevitable collapse of 
the Ottoma* Empire, ihe ally of defeated 
Germany, the Ottoman Empire's champion. 

Having completed Aeir "ring of (iteel" 
around Germany, Great Britain's diplomats 
around the world left no stone unturned to 
provoke Germany into committing "an- «ct 
of war." Two notable instances that alra*st 
provoked war were the "partition" of 
Morocco and the ?*riou5 Dakar "incident." 

Time was working in favor of Germany. 
Great Britain was in a hmry to "smash" 
Germany before Germany grew too strong 
for Great Britain to "smash." On the other 
hand, Germany did not intend to be rushed 
into war against the world's three leading 
military powers. Germany intended to 
wait until such lime as Germany's military 
strength insured victory for Germany if 
provoked into war against Great Britain, 
France and Czarisfc Russia all at one limCf 
whose so-called "joint defense alliance" 
against Germany was no longer a secret. 

Great Britain's long .iwaited opportunity 
to "smash" Germany was provided in July 
1914 by the assassination of Austria-Hun- 
gary's Crown Prince Ferdinand. No person 
in, posseaeion of . the facts in their right 
«jina-will-tielii!ve tta€ Orown*l^rf^^^Vlir--'" 
nand's assassination was actually the "rea- 
son" for World War I. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. Crown Prince Fer- 
dinand's assassination offered Great Brit- 
ain the long awaited "excuse" for setting 
in motion Great Britain's plan to "sma^h" 
Germany. Great Britain acted immediately. 

It is not important to now decide at this 
late hour whether it was Germany or Czar- 
ist Russia which first mobilized their armed 
forces in July 1914, or which one first 
crossed the border a few feet into the 
other's territory by a few hours. The con- 
fusion intentionally created at that time by 
delaying communications made war inevi- 
table. Great Britain's long awaited war to 
"smash" Germany became a reality in July 
1914 again substantiating the raevilabililty 
of the unpredictable. World War I was on! 

The important thing at this late date is 
to' establish why the USA was railroaded 
into a foreign war in wluch-USA interests 
were not involved. The truthful reason for 
Great Britain's determination to "smash"- 
Germany was not any concern of -the USA.

World War I would liavs ended in 1916. 
' Germans realized that if World War I 
had ended in the late Summer or early

estine as Palestine in either event woold 
remain a province of the Ottoman Empire. 

Zionists had little reason to feel hopeful 
that the German Kaiser could prevail upon 
hh good friend and ally the Sultan of the 
Ottoman Empire to reverse htafiself about 
Srantms Zionists a territorial concession 
for a so*ca}led "Jewish State" ia Palestine. 

Zionists immediately revised their q^taU 
egy when they learned of Germany's 1916 
peace oifer to- Great Britain for a "negoti- 
ated peace"on a "status quo ante" basis. 
Zionists ctuickly plotted their 1916 London 
Agreement a& tiie revised stratecy of their 
program to woo the British TYar Cabinet. 

Zionista were convinced Great Britain 
would be forced by existing conditions to 
accept Germany's peace offer. Zionists did 
not think Great Britain could continue the 
war without food and without ammunition 
and with no ally able or willing to fight. 

Zionists were certain Great Britain could 
defeat Germany with rhe USA as Great 
Britain's ally. Zionists were certain when 
Great Britain defeated Germany the Otto- 
man Empire would collapse. In that event, 
the Ottoman Empire's territory would be- 
come "spoils of war" subject to terms oi" 
surrender dictated by Great Britain. Pal- 
estine would then be available to Great 
Britain as "spoils of war" and Great Brit- 
ain could then hand Palestine over lb ZionT 
ists under their 1916 London Agreement. 

The Zionist strategy for acquiring Pales-

Germans were convinced upon learning

Germans at that time could not iniagine 
that Zionists would stab Germany at the 
back to acquire Palestine as a so-called 
"Je^vish State" by destruction of Germany. 

The most cordial relations always exist- 
ed between Germany and the World Zion- 
»t Organi2ation prior to the 1916 LcHidon 
Agreement. The world headquarters of 
the World Zionist Organization was in 
Berlin until 191 S. Germans could hardly 
anticipate a Zionist stab in the back under 
flircurastonccs cxbtzng prior to the 1916 
London Agreement. T^at was unthinkable! 

Germany for countless centuries offered 
sanctuary to eastern European so-called 
Jews of Khazar origin. Germany for cen- 
turies offered security and opportunity to 
so-called Jews of Khanar origin fleefng 
from Czarist Russia.

Groat Britain could not deHbera**^1y 
hand Palestine over so Zionist* at the Ver- 
sailles Peace Conference witliout doublo- 
crogsing the Arabs. ^Nevertheless, Givat 
Britain had no shame and did just jl hat. 
Without any remorse proceeding: froni u 
consciousness of guilt. Great Britain mo- 
ceeded to double-cross the Arabs-. That 
doubIe-cro55 of tho Ambs is the most vcp- 
rehensible doublc-oi'o?s in modern hi-^^ovy. 

Great Britain brazenly double-crossed 
the Arabs while the Arabs were momen- 
tarily expectinjg Great Britain to honor 
Great Britain's October 25, 1915 pledge to 
Arabs to create an independent Arab gov- 
ernment in Palestine after World War I 
ended. Instead of honoring Great Britain's 
October 25, 1915 pledge after World War 
I ended} Great Britain hastened to st^^tion 
200,000 British troops In Palestine In 1 920, 
then transplanted 600,000 eastern Euro-^ 
pean so-catted Jews of Khazar ancf^stry 
into Palestine behind a shield of 200,000 
British troops kept there for that purpose. 

Great liritain pledged the Arab an 
independent Arab government in Pal-* me 
on Oelober 25, 1915 hi writing. Gvo-M Tlrit- 
ain pledged the Arabs on Octobeir 25 '915 
not to conclude a peace treaty with 's Ger- 
many that did not guarantee the fonjplele 
liberation of Arab-* from Turkish doinmu- 
tion. Great Britain':; pledge gu^rasireod 
Arabs not lo co]\cUide a peace treat> \\ith 
Germany m which the complete fr^ 'd^m 
of Arabs did not form an oi^sential condi- 
tion. In communicating with Arabt^' <'J''eat 
Britain thereafter referred to World War I 
as "our just caui?e" to mislead the .\i'abs. 

World War I was going very badly for 
Great Britain in the Near East in 1915. 
Things were as bad as they could be for 
Great Britain. Gallipoli was about to bo 



Kaiser was continuing these efforts on 
behalf of Zionists up to the time of Ger- 
many's 191^ stab in the back by Zionists. 
Zionists had anticipated at the out- 
break, of the war in August 1914 that Ger- 
many .would quickly defeat Great Britain. 
This was the wishful thinking by Zionists 
because in World War I Great Britain was 
"the ally of Czarist Russia for whom Zion- 
ists felt no love.

Zionists had faith the German Kaiser 
would prevail upon the Sultan of the Otto- 
man Empire to grant Zionists a territorial 
concession in Palestine for a so-called 
"Jewish State" after the defeat of Great 
British, awaited most happily by Zionists. 

The'Sultfiu' q£ the Ottoman Empire had 
ahvaysfrefused to give favorable consider^ 
ation to appeals by the German Kaiser on 
behalf* of Zionists for a territorial conces- 
sion for^a -'so-called "Jewish State" in Pal- 
estine," justifying his numerous refusals by 
emphasifcing that Palestine was not his to 
give- awjiy- or to soil regardless of the 
tempting, -Zionist offers, never failing to 
recommend to the German Kaiser that 
Zionists ;-submit their proposition to the 
legitimate owners of the land in Palestine. 

Gerrtlan'y's unexpected 1916 peace offer 
to Great liritain changed everything. Zion- 
ists realized if Great Britain accepted Ger- 
many's peace offer on a "status quo ante" 
basis tijat Palestine would remain a prov- 
ince of the Ottoman Empire. In that event, 
it was possible the German Kaiser might 
never prevail upon the Sultan of the Otto- 
man Empird to reverse himself on the ques- 
tion of granting a territorial concession to 
Zionists for a so-called "Jewish State" in 
Palestine and Zionism would soon collapse. 

Zionists 'realized if Germany defeated 
Grcat^Britiiin, or if Germany concluded a 
"negotiated peace" on a "status quo ante" 
hasis wifh Great Britain, that Zionists

Everything else to Zionists has always 
been secondary to acquiring Palestine for 
a so-called "Je^vish State."

It is an incontrovertible fact that Ger- 
many's stab in the back by Zionists in 1916 
transformed Germany's victories on land 
arid sea prior to 1916 into Germany's igno- 
minious 1918 defeat with its consequences. 

It is not difficult to understand why Ger- 
man feelings towards Zionists changed for 
the worse so rapidly after Worid War 1. 
German hostility towards Zionists woi-s- 
ened very fast after Germans learned tliat 
Germany was stabbed in the back by Zion- 
ists in 1916 only to acquire Palestine for a 
so-called "Jewish State" after Worid War 
L German hostility towards alt so-called 
Jews in general was tiie natural and nor- 
mal consequence of world-wide Zionist 
propaganda contrary to fact that all so- 
called Jews were Zionists, and that Zion- 
ism and Judaism were actually synonymous. 

Germans acquired knowledge of the 
1916 London Agreement for the first time 
at the Versailles Peace Conference in Paris 
in 1919. Zionists throughout the world 
sent a "delegation" of 117 so-called "dele- 
gates" to the Versailles Peace Conference, 
headed by Bernard M. Baruch, the USA 
"elder statesman" and USA "adviser lo 
Presidents." Germans were completely

had already been evacuated. Hostilities 
against the Senussl in Africa had become 
necessary. Germany's submarine warfare 
was becoming effective against British sup- 
ply lines in the Mediterranean to the- Near 
East. Great Britain's forces under General 
Townshend were besieged in Kut-el-Amara 
with no prospect of lifting the siege. It 
was imperative that Great Britain obtain 
Arab assistance without delay or <\ccept 
defeat by Germany in 1915 in Worid War I.

Great Britain coukl not continue io light 
World War I if the Suez Canal M\ into 
enemy hands. The only solution tn Great 
Britain's problem was the revolt ajjainst 
Turkey by tlie Arabs who constitu(c<l Tur- 
key's army lighting against Great Britain. 
The Arabs promised Great Britain to 
revolt against Turkey and to fight against 
Turkey in the Near East as the ally of 
Great Britain in return for Great Bvf tain's ■ 
pledge that Arabs were to be freed from 
every foreign control when World War I 
ended. Great Britain gave that clearly and 
definitely worded pledge to Arabs in writ- 
ing as follows, "Great Britain is pvcpared 
to recognize and support the Arah$ within 
the territories included in the limits and 
boundaries proposed by the Shcrccf of 
Mecca." Palestine was wholly within those 
limits and boundaries. There was never 
any mention made of excluding Palestine. 
Great Britain guaranteed the Arnbs that 
Great Britain would conclude nn peace 
treaty with Germany that did not provide 
for Palestine as^ an independent ,ind sov- 
ereign state and freed from foreiun rule. 
Great Britain's victory in the Xcar East 
depended more and more each day upon 
Arab assistance. Great Britain's Hrfh Com- 
missioner Sir Henry Jlc^Ialion n-as in- 
structed in Cairo by cable from Umdou to 
conclude the treaty with the tt-ims pro- 
posed by the, Arabs as quickly -nt 'jossible.

There is nothing for which Great Britain 
iihould feel more ashamed than Great Brit- 
ain's doubIeK:ross of the Arabs of Pales- 
line. The soil pressed by the feel of Jesus 
iChrist in the Holy Land ran with bleed 
from end to end because Great Britain 
elected to double-cross the Arabs in pref- 
erence to honoring a treaty entered into by 
'[Great Britain as consideration for Arab. 
feisslstance when Great Britain needed that 
assistance critically to win World War I. 
To Great Britain's disgrace, let it not 
Jje forgotten that with 200.000 British 
iToops in Palestine, Great Britain failed to 
hold the election to create the Government 
of Palestine for which Great Britain as- 
sumed the temporary administration of 
Palestine in 1920 under Article XXU of the 
League of Nations Covenant Great Britain 
■administered Palestine for twenty-eight 
-jyears with 200,000 British troops stationed 
fin Palestine but never made an attempt to 
hold that election. Incontestible documen- 
tary evidence establishes beyond all ques- 
tion of any doubt that Great Britain never 
intended to hold that election until Great 
Britain first created a Zionist majority in 
Palestine pressured by Zionists to do so. 
When Great Britain assumed the tempo- 
irary administration of Palestine in 1920, 
there were 700,000 Christians and Mos- 
lems in Palestine, and 50,000 so-called 
Jews, of whom only about one-half were 
Zionists. Between 1920 and 1948 Great 
Britain transplanted 600,000 eastern Euro- 
pean so-called Jews of Khazar ancestry 
into Palestine. In the twenty-eight years 
between 1920 and 1948 the Christian and 
Moslem population in Palestine increased 
^rom 700,000 to 1,350,000. Great'Britain 
.was never successful in creating a Zionist 
"majority in Palestine. With 200,000 British 
troops stationed in Palestine with which to 
facilitate transplanting Zionists into Pales- 
tine to create a Zionist majority, Christians 
and Moslems continued to form the major- 
Sty of the Palestine population between 
,1920 and 1948 when they were expelled. 
Great Britain could not hand Palestine 
over to Zionists in 1920 for a so-called 
"Jewish State" with a Christian and Mos- 
Sem majority. In the twenty-eight years 
Jbetween 1920 and 1948 Great Britain 
attempted in vain to create a Zionist ma- 
gority in Palestine. "Under pressure from 
frustrated Zionists, Great Britain turned 
the problem of creating the Government 
of Palestine over to the United Nations. 

On November 29, 1947 United Nations 
^General Assembly approved a resolution 
.which "recommended" a plan for a Gov- 
-emment of Palestine. Under United Na- 
tions Charter, Chapter IV, Articles 10' and 
11, under "Functions and Powers," United 
Nations "may" make "recommendations." 
' United Nations Charter limits United Na- 
tions to making "recommendations" in the 
search for a solution to international wars. 

The dishonorable procedure employed 
in United Nations under Zionist pressure 
to obtain a two-thirds majority for the 
November 29, 1947 so-called "Palestine 
Partition Plan" appears in the Congres- 
sional Record of December 18, 1947 on 
page 1176, where Congressman Lawrence 
< H. Smith then felt it his duty to insert this; 

"Let's lake a look at the record, Mr. 
Speaker, and see what happened in the 

' United Nations Assembly meeting prior to 
the vote on partitlbn, A two-thirds vole 
was required to pass the resolution.

Drew Pearson in his Merry-go-round col- 
umn invited the animosity of Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt when ho exposed the ultimatum 
she delivered to President Truman in her 
vigorous around-the-clock campaign to 
repay Zionists for past services to her hus- 
band. Drew Pearson then goes on to say: 
"Sirs. Roosevelt was among those who 
urged Truman to get busy. She informed 
the President that she would have to resign 
from the American delegation if partition 
failed because of State Department 
fumbling." 

In his Merry-go-round column of Decem-

Mr. Sil- 
ver, a .dose friend of the Cardinal? made 
the disclosure in introducing the Cardinal 
at Beth Israel Hoapital's 76th anniversary 
dinner at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel. Mr. 
Silver is president of the hospital. A for- 
mer president of the Board of Edu'cation 
and now an executive assistant to Mayor 
Wagner, Mr. Silver said he had kept the 
secret of Cardinal Spellman's participation 
15 years.

"The foregoing report will indivate the extremely critical nature of the 
present situation. The danger is now so great that I feel it is my duty to 
call the attention of thef British and all other Governments to thfe fact 
that if an end is not put to Bolshevism in Russlo at once tJiD'civlllzafion 
of the world will be threotencd. This is not an exaggeration, but a sober 
matter of fact; and the most unusuol action of Germon and Austrian 
consuls-general, before referred to, in joining in protest of neutral lega- 
tions appears to indicate that the donger is alsobefng realized In German 
and Austrian quarters. I consider that the immediate supproitlon OT 
Bolshevism Is the greatest issue now before the world/ not even excluding 
the wor which is still raging, and unless, as above stoted, Bolshevism ii 
nipped In the bud Immediately, it is bound to spread in one form or an* 
other over Europe and the whole world, as It is organised and worked by 
Jews who have no nationality, ond whoso one object is to destroy for their 
oytn ends the existing order of things. The only manner in^ which this 
danger could be averted would be collective action on the part of' all 
Powers. 

''I cm also of opinion that no support whatever should be given to any 
other Socialistic party in Russia, least of all to sociol revolutionaries 
whose policy it Is at the moment to overthrow the Bolsheviks, but whose 
oims in reality are the same, viz., to establish proletariat rule through 
the world. Sociol revolutionaries will never fight any foreign Power, and 
any profession which they moy now make in this sensels merely a tactical 
move in their struggle with the Bolsheviks."

On June 14, 1950, Dean Rusk told the 
World Affairs Council conference of 
the University of Pennsylvania, that the 
Chmese "Revolution" is "not Russian 
in essence" and "does not aim at 
dictatorship." Ho went further than 
almost any other State Department 
official in his desire to represent the 
Chhiese communists as good liberals 
who follow the American ideal.

In a 
speech on November 13, 1930, he made 
it quite clear that if only the commu- 
nists would limit their demands, wo 
would be happy to forget how many 
American soldiers tlicy had killed and 
give them assurances they needed that

Mass cards. Solemn Pontifical Mass was 
offered for him in the Cathedral in Wash- 
ington by Archbishop O'Boylc of Washing- 
ton, and in his oration Mgr. Cartwright, 
Rector of the Cathedral, stated: "Senator 
McCarthy filled in the last fow years a role 
wWch will be more and more honoured as 
history unfolds its record . . . this man saw 
Communism clearly and knew that it was 
an evil with which there can be no com- 
promise ... he had the fortitude to stand 
alone ... We take leave in our humble way 
of the Senator and public man, of the 
friend . * . But we also take leave in our 
Christian way of a brotlier Christian who 
has gone to God . . . And we feel confident 
that in God's place under God's love thew 
wiIW>e rest for the weary, reward for the 
faithful and honour for tlic brave."

Let us do- 
ciare open war on them; suggc^' 
suspicions OS to their devotion,^ 
of their private life. And, byj 
ridicule and jests, wc shall get 
the better of the conslderatlon| 
attaching to the State and to thc| 
cloth." , 

"The Church's natural enemy, 
is tho -Ug^t, which comes from- 
Instruction and is the inevitable, 
result of a multiplication of 
schools. Irft us set our:elvc3 to, 
gain Influence over tlie young 
pupUs. The Idea of progress car- 
ries with It the equality of all 
religions; which, in its turn, leads 
to the sujpfpresslon In the school- 
course of lessons In Christianity, 
The Jews, by subtlety and leam-j 
Ing, will owaln without difficul- 
ty chairs and positions &s prq^,^ 
feasors in Chriatlan schools. By^ 
these means, religious education 
will be left to tho family circles, 
and, as in most families, there Is 
no timo to look after this branch 
of instruction, tho religious spirit 
will weaken little by little and* 
will' comgteteiy disappear."

"You make much noise and 
fury about the undue Jewish In- 
fluence In your theatres and 
movie palaces. Very- good; grant- 
ed your complaint Is well found- 
ed. But what is that co«H>ared 
to our staggering Influence In 
your churches, schools, your laws 
and your government, and the 
very thoughts you think evety 
day?" 

•'You have not begun to appre- 
ciate the real depth of our guilt 
We arc intruders. We are eufb- 
vertera. We have taken your 
natural world, your Ideals, your 
destiny, and played havoc with 
them. We have been at the bot- 
tom not merely of the latest 
great war but of nearly all your 
wars, not. only of the Russian but 
of every other major revolution 
in your history. We have brought 
discord and confusion and frus- 
tration Into your persona! and 
public life. We are still doing: It 
No one can tell how long we shall 
go on doing It" 

"Who knows what great and 
glorious destiny might have been 
youps If we had left you alone." 
"But we did not leave you 
alone. We took j-ou In hand and 
pulled down -the beauUful and 
generous structure you had rear- 
ed, and changed the whole course 
of your history. Wc conquered 
you as no empire of yours ever 
subjugate'd Africa or Asia," 

"Wc did it solely rAith the Ir^ 
resistible might of our spirit, 
with Ideas, with propaganda." 

"Take the three principal revo- 
lutions in modern times — the 
French, tits American, and Rus- 
sian. What are tJiey but the tri- 
umph of the Jewish idea of so- 
cial, political and economic jus- 
tice."

"You nevet- observe a great In- 
tellectual movement In Europe In 
which tho Jews do not grcaUy 
pactlclpatc^ . . . That mysterious 
Russian diplomacy which so 
alanna Western E:uropo is organ- 
ized and principally carried out 
by Jews; that mighty rcvoluUon 
(of 1848) which win be in fact a 
SEX»ND AND GREATER RE> 
FORMATION, and of which so 
litUe is as yet known in England,

I resol- 
ved to go myself to St Peters- 
burg. 1 had on my arrival an In- 
terview with the Russian Minister 
of Finance, Count Cancrln; I ba- 
lield the son of a Lithuanian Jew.

repairing to Spalrf from Russia, 
r travelled without intermission.

Secret Jewish Plot 
Unveiled by The 

"Catholic Gazette" 
of London, England 



In The London "Catholic Gazette" of February .1936 was pub- 
lished a sensational article under the heading: "The Jewish Peril 
and the Catholic Church." The monthly organ of the Catholic Mis- 
sionary Society of England was quotino speeches delivered in a ser- 
ies of secret Jewish meetings In Paris. A few weeks later, the Par- 
isian Mcskly "Lc Revcit du Peuple" published a simliiar account, 
adding that the statements had been made at a recent convention 
of the B'nai B'rith (secret masonic order In which no Gentile is ad- 
mltted) held In Paris. 

The article of the "Catholic Gazette" read as follows: 



"The Jewish Peril and 
The Catholic Church" 



That there has been and stlU 
is a Jewish problem, no one can 
deny. Since tho reJccUon of Is- 
rael, l.&OO years ago, the Jews 
have scattered In every direction, 
and In spite of difficulties and 
«ven persecution, thoy have es- 
tablished themselves as a power 
in nearly every nation of Europe. 
Jacobs in his "Jewish Contribu- 
tions to Civilisation," gloncs In 
the fact that without detriment 
to their own racial, unity and in- 
ternational character, tho Jews 
have been shle to spread their 
doctrines and Increase their poli- 
tical, social and economic influ- 
ence among: the nations. 

In vlatr of this Jewish problem, 
which affects the Catholic Church 
in a special way, we publish the 
following amazing extracts from 
a number of speeches recently 
made under the auspices of a 
Jewish society in Paris. The 
name of our informant must re- 
main concealed. Ho is personally 
itnown to US, but by reason of his 
(peculiar relations with the Jews 
at the present time, we have 
agreed not to disclose his identity 
nor to give any further details 
of the Paris meeting beyond the 
following extracts which, though 
sometimes freely translated, nev- 
ertheless sirtjstantlally convey the 
tncanlng of the original state- 
ments. — ^Editorial Note.) 

"As long as there remains 
among the Gentiles any moral 
conception of the social order, 
and until all faith, patriotism, and 
dignity are uprooted, our reign 
over the world shall not come." 

'We have already fulfilled part 
of our work, but we cannot yet 
dalm that the whole of our work 
is done. We have still a long 
way to go before we can over- 
thrctA- our main opponent: tho 
Catholic Church—" 

"V/c must always bear In mind 
that the Catholic Church is the 
only Institution which has stood, 
and v.-hlch will, as long as it re- 
mains in existence, stand In our 
way. The Catholic Church, with 
her methodical work and her edi- 
fying and moral teachings, vrtll 
always Iteep her children in such 
a stale of mind, as to make them 
too self-respecting to yield to 
our domination, and to bow be- 
fore our future King of Israel." 

"That Is why we have been 
ftriving to discover the best way 
of shaking the Catholic Church 
to hzr very foundations. Wo 
have spread the spirit of revolt 
and false liberalis;ni among the 
nations of the Gentiles so as to 



persuade them away from their 
faith and even to make them 
ashamed of professing tho prc- 
cefpts of their Religion and oibey- 
Ing and the Commandments of 
their Church, We have brought 
many of them to boast of being 
atheists, and more than that, to 
glory in being descendants of Uio 
ape! Wft have given them new 
theories, Impos^ble of realiza- 
tion, such as Communism, Anar- 
chism, and Socialism, which arc 
now serving our purposes. The 
sttipld Gentiles have accepted 
Ihtm with the greatest enthusl- 
aa-n, without realizing that those 
theories are ours, and that they 
constitute our most powerful in- 
strument against themselves, , ." 

"■Wc have hlackened tha Catho- 
lic Church with the most Ig- 
nominious calumnies, wo have 
stained her history and disgraced 
even his noblest activities. We 
have imputed to her the wrongs 
of her enemies, and have thus 
brought these latter to stand 
more closely by our side, 
much so, that we are now witr 
nesslng, to our greatest satisfac- 
tion, rebellions a^nst the Church 
In several countries. We have 
turned her Clergy into objects 
of hatred and ridicule, we have 
subjected them to the contempt 
of the crowd. We have caused 
the practice of the Catholic Re- 
ligion to be considered out oi 
date and a mere waste of time." 

"And the Gentiles, In their 
stupidity, have proved 
dupes than we eiqpected them to 
be. One would expect more in- 
telllgtnce and more practical 
common sejise, but thev are no 
better than a herd of sheep. Let 
them graze in our fields till they 
become fat enough to be worthy 
of being Immolated to our future 
King of the World . . .'• 

"We have founded many secret 
associations, which alj work for 
our purpose, under our orders and 
our direction. We have made It 
an honour, a great honour, for 
the Gentiles to Join us in our or- 
ganizations, which arc, thank to 
our gold, flourishing now more 
than ever. Yet it remains our 
secret that those Gentiles who toe- 
tray their oxn and mostprcclom 
Interests, by Joining us In our 
-plot, should never know that 
thoso associations are of our 
creation, and that they serve our 
purpose," 

"One of the many triumphs 
of our Freemasonry Is that those 
Gentiles who become members of 
our Iiodgcs, should never sujpect 
that wc arc using them to build 
their own Jails, upon whose ter-- 



races wc shall erect the throne 
of our Universal King of Israel; 
and should never know that' we 
arc commanding them to forge 
ais chains of their own servility 
to our future Kln^ of the World." 

So far. we have considered 
our strategy in our attacks upon 
the Catholic Church from the out- 
side. But this is not all. Let us 
now explain how we have gone 
further In our work, to hasten 
the ruin of the Catholic Church, 
and how we have penetrated Into 
her most intimate circles, and 
brought even somd of her Clergy 
to bicomc pioneers of our cause." 

"Apart altogether from the In- 
fluence of our philosophy, wc 
have taken other steps to secure 
a breach in the Catholic Church. 
Let me explain how this has been 
done." 

"Wo have Induced some of our 
children to join the pathollo body, 
•with the explicit intimation that 
they should work in a stlli more 
offlcient way for ths ditintegra- 
Uon of the Catholic Church, by 
creating scandals within her. We 
have thus followed the advice of 
our Prince of the Jews, who so 
wisely said: 'Let some of your 
children become canons, so that 
they may destroy the Churdi." 
Unfortunately, not all among the 
'convert* Jews have proved faith- 
ful to their mission. JIany of 
them hav« oven betrayed us! 
But, on the other hand, others 
have kept their promise and hon- 
oured their word. Thus the coun- 
sel of our Elders has proved suc- 
cessful." 

"Wc are the Fathers of all 
Revolutions— even of those which 
fomctlmes happen to turn against 
us. We arc the supreme Masters 
of Peace and War. We can boast 
Tof being- the Creators of the RE- 
FORXIATION! Calvin was one 
of our Children; he was of Jew- 
ish descent, and was 'entrusted by 
Jewish authority and encouraged 
with Jewl* finance to draft his 
sdiomc in tho Reformation. 



Ism and the love of their family, 
to consider their faith as a hum- 
bug, their obedience to their 
Church as a degrading servlltty, 
so that they may become deaf 
to the appeal of the Church and 
blind to her warnings against us. 
Let us, above all, make it im- 
possible for Christians outside the 
Cat^tolic Church to be reunited 
with that Church, or for non- 
Christians to join the Church;

And let us remem- 
ber always that the fliture Jew- 
ish King will never reign In the 
world before the Pope in Rome 
Is dethroned, as welt as all the 
other reigning Monarchs of the 
Gentiles upon earth."

The alC^oy which permitted the cstabltshment of Communlim in 
Soviet Ruula was ^upph'td by big Jewlsli bankers of New York. The 
proof of it was given to the world by the United States Secret 
Service {£r,d Army Bureau) in a communication addressed to all 
ambassies of the Allied Powers. 

That sincitional document has bsen reprinted since 1920 In many 
patriotic publications in several countries.

1920 In a supplement to the paper 
La Vlellle France, which addtd: 
'All the govpmments of the -En- 
tente were aware of this -memor- 
andum, drawn up from the data 
of the American Secret Service, 
and sent at the time to the 
French High CommUslontr and 
his colleague!/ 

"Ttte memorandum is alao to 
be found in Mgr. Jouin's rA'ork, I>e 
Peril Judeo-Maconnlque^ Part III, 
pp. 240-351, with the added re- 
mark that the Jcfws have placed 
cbstaclis In the way of its pub- 
lication, so that the great major- 
ity of people arc unaware of Its 
existence. 

"Though the Jewish origin of 
Kcrensky, who brought about the 
first Russian Revolution of 1917, 
has been conttsted, It seems pret- 
ty certain that he was the son of 
thp J>w Aronnc (Aaron) Kerbis 
and the 'Jewess Adier.'

Our mission consists of dls- 
sc.iilnatlng the mw law and In 
creating a God, that Is, to clarify 
the conception of God, and mak- 
ing him a reality, when the tina 
arrives. To do this ws make the 
God and Israel s>'nonymous, for 
Israel has become its a«i its- 
tiah. Cur final triumph will thm 
facilitate his appcaranc*.

"1— THE HISTORICAI* PRO- 
CESS 

"The present situation of the 
German Jews Is the conciusioa cf 
an historical process. It is a de- 
velopment, the -be^nntnl: of which 
can t>e traced back to the time of 
Blsmarclc It had to come this 
«-ay. If one understands the deep 
historical Import of thla antl- 
ScmlUc movement, of which Adolf 
HlUor to the strongest exponent. 
Anyono who did not foresee that 
■was afflicted with bllndess. One 
tried to close one's eyea to the 
events and acted according to the 
vulgar principle "What one does 
not want, one does not l}eUo\'e.' 
That was a convenient way to 
avoid fundamental <tucsUons, to 
look at the world through roa&- 
colored glasses. The advocates of 
ssslmtlltation attempted to throw 
A veil over things and to play li- 
beralism— long dead— as their last 
card. They did not understand the 
eourse of history, and belkvcd 
they could evade it by declaring 
themselves Goimana of the Mosaic 
faith, by denying the existence of 
a Jewish nation, by savering all 
thrcfids that bound them to Jew- 
ry, ^y strUdng out thcM'ord'Zlon' 
In their prayer books and Intro- 
ducing Sunday Service. They look- 
ed ux»n ontl-Scmilism. as a pass- 
ing phenomenon which would he 
dhnlnated through Intensive -pro- 
paganda, through organization of 
a society for fighting It Such 
wore the thoughts of the great 
majority of Ckrman Jews, And 
hcnco the disappointment, the 
dcffp resignation In connection 
with Hitler's victory, hence the 
namelcAs dispolr, the spreading 
psychosis that culminated In sui- 
cide, the complete loss of morale. 

"But he who Judges the events 
In Germany according to tlie prin- 
ciple of casuallty will have to 
Judge the Nazi muvcnunt as the 
culmination of a natural develop- 
ment; he will also understand that 
history knows no accidents, tiiat 
every epoch is the Tvsall of the 
lircceding one. And here lies the 
way to the understanding of the 
present situation. Tlie fiRht 
against Jcwdom has been conduct- 
ed in Germany for half a century 
intensively and with German Ihor- 
o«ghn:s3. Scientific anti-Semitism 
has taltcn root In German fsoil. 

"All this tho German Jews re- 
fused to jco. They fed tliwnselves 
on false hop?, overlooked reality 
and dreamed of cosmopolitaiUsm, 
of the time of Dohm, Los-ting, and 
JHendclsohn, Tha uprooted Jews 
^ve themselves to fantastic ideas 
and noiurlshed cosmopolitan 
dreams. And this expressed itself 
in twofold manner. Either thoy 



"2--THE PATE. 

"In all good faith, to serve 
themselves and humanity the 
Jews began to reach actively Into 
the life of German people. With 
characteristic Jewish passion they 
thrOA* themselves upon all fields 
of knowledge, they took hold of 
the press, organized the working 
masses, and strove to Influence 
the whole spiritual life In the di- 
rection of liberalism and demo- 
cracy. This of course would neces- 
sarily cause a deep reaction on 
the part of their host people. 
"When the Jews, for instance, took 
hold of thb so-called International 
disciplines, whenever they achiev- 
ed diaUncUon In the fields of Phy- 
sics, Chemistry, Medicine, Afitix>- 
nomy and to a certain extent In 
the field of Philosophy, they 
might at most cause envy among 
their Aryan colleagues, tout not 
general hatred of the whole na- 
Uon. One did not like to see Jews 
become bearers of Nobel prices;, 
but accepted It sUently. But In 
the fields of national dlsclpllnea 
things arc quite different. Hero 
every naUon strives to develop its 
own original powers and to tjrams- 
mlt to the present and coming 
generations the fruits of the spi- 
ritual labors of the race. It Is not 
a matter of Indifference to the 
people who writes Its Christmas 
articles, who celebrates mass, who 
urges going to church. The people 
of every nation wish, that their 
young be educated In t*iclr own 
spirit. Blit while great parts of 
the German people fought for the 
maintenance of their kind, wo 
JctATs filled with our clamor the- 
streets of Germanla. We posed as 
world reformers and thought to 
tntlucnoe public life through our 
ideas;. We rang the hells and call- 
ed to siltnt prayer, wo prepared 
the 'Lord's supper" and celebrat- 
ed resurrection. 

"We played with the most holy 
possesions of the people and at 
times made fun of all tliat was 
sacr:d to the nation. Wc trusted 
to the Imperlshabla rights of 
democracy and felt oursalvcs as 
equal citizens of the state within 
the German community. We pos- 
ed as censors of the morals of the 
p'oplc, and poured out full cups 
of £atire upon the German Mi- 
chel. Wc wanted to bo prophets In 
tiiQ "pagan fields of Germanla," 
and forgiet ourselves so far that 
all this had- to draw destruction 
upon us; 

"^Vc made revolutions, and ran 
as eternal God scvkors, ahead of 
the masses of the people. Wc gave 



to the International proletariat a 
second Bible, one that was jide- 
<quite at the times and we aroused 
the r.i9.^4ion3 of the third estate, 
"ni* J«w Marx from C-ermanv.de- 
c?ared war on capitalism and the 
Jew Lasalle organized the masses 
of tlie people in Germany itself. 
The Jew Edward Bernstein pop- 
ularized the Ideology, (the Jews) 
Karl Ubknecht and Rosa Luxem- 
burg called the Spartacist move- 
ment to life. The Jew Kurt Eisner 
created the Bavarian Soviet Re- 
public and was her first, and last, 
president And a^bi that the 
German nation rote up, rebelled. 
She wanted to forge her own des- 
tiny, determine the future of her 
children— and she should not have 
•been blamed for it. 

"What we (\Vhom docM the 
Rabbi means here, the Zionists 
perhaps? He must mean a sec- 
tion of Jewry, It can not relate to 
the German people, with whom he 
can not identify himself— -Truui- 
lator) objected to first of all was 
the worid dtizentfUp, the cosmo- 
politanism, which had -Jews as Its 
front fighters. These uprooted 
persons Imagined they . posseaaed 
the power to transplant the ideas, 
of Isaiah into the alleys of Ger- 
manla, and to storm Valhalla with 
Amoa. At times they aucceededln 
that, but they bury themselves 
and the Jewish people under .the. 
ruins of a world that baa col- 
lapsed. 

"3 — THE GOD SnSXEPS 
WrnHK THE SOVIETS. 

"One must look at the strugglo 
of the Hitler regime from a dif- 
ferent viewpoint, and Itam to un- 
derstand It, JJave we Jews not re- 
belled, and conducted bloody wan 
against everything foreign? What 
else then u-ere the wars of -the 
Maccabees but protests against a 
foreign, non-Jewish way of life? 
And of what consisted the eternal 
fight of the prophets? Surely M 
nothing else than eliminating for- 
eign cleraenta, the foreign gods, 
and of the keeping sacred the 
original nature of Jcwdom. Have 
wa not rebelled against the radi- 
cally related kings of the house 
of the Idumaeens? And have we 
not excluded the Samaritans from 
our community because they prac- 
ticed mixed majrlagea? Why 
s.Hould not the German nation- 
alists do the same, whtn a Kurt 
Eisner appropriates to himself the 
prerogatives of the Wittelsbach- 
crs? We must Icam to look truth 
in the face and to draw last con- 
sequences. 

"\Vc should not want to be 
false prophets, but to dodge facts 
docs not mean solving the prob- 
lem. What Is occuring today in 
Germany will come tomorrow in 
Russia. For all crimes which were 
the con^qucnce of the Commu- 
nistic system, the Jews In Soviet 
Russia will have to suffer some 
day. Wc shall have to pay dear- 
ly for the fact that Trotskl, Jcffe, 
Slnovlew, had leading posts In 
Soviet Russia. 

"Was there not more 
against the< democratic form In 



Soviet Russia than in Germany? 
While in Germany Hitler obtained 
in the election campaign a ma- 
jority, in Russia there was no 
such thing. There a small minor- 
ity—today after 15 years an or- 
ganization barcly four mitltons — 
proclaimed the dictatorship of the 
proletariat. The Jaws attempt in 
Soviet Russia also to be announc- 
ers and pronouncers of new abso- 
lute truth, they strive to Interpret 
the Bolshevist Bible and to influ- 
ence the way of thinking of the 
Russian people. A process that 
calls forth sharpest feslstancc and 
even today leads to antl-JSemltlc 
disruption. What wiU happen 
when the Soviet government will 
have .fallen and democracy In 
aussia wilt celebrate Its solemn 
entrance? Will the Jews fare bet- 
ter than today in Germany? Will 
not the Russian [Koplc behind the 
Trotxkls, tht Kameneiws, Slno- 
vicws, etc., discover their old Jew- 
ish names and let tho children 
suffer for the ^ns of their fa- 
thers? Or win it not even last 
that long, BO that even the fa- 
thers* turn will come yet? Are 
there not examples for that? Did 
not thoumnds of Jews kee their 
lives in Hiuigaiy because {the 
Jew) Beta Kuhn erected a Soviet 
republic on the soil of Stephan 
the Holy? (It Is somewhat 
strangic the RabbL does not men- 
Uon the thousands of Hungarians 
slaughtered by Bcla Kuhn and 
his hordes— Translator). — The 
Hungarian Jews have paid very 
dearly for their prophetdom .

British Wiiite Paper Denouncing Jews 



..In April, leie, a White Paper 
was published In London by order 
of His Majesty, under the Utle of 
"Russia, No. a (1919). A collec- 
tion of Reports on Bolshevism In 
Russia." TTie document was tabl- 
ed in the House of Commons. 

On Page 6 of tho White Paper 
was a report from His Exc Mr. 
Oudcndyk, minister for the Neth- 
erlands In Petrograd. who then 
was looking after Briti4h subjects 
and Interests in official capacity, 
In the place of the British repre- 
sentative (Captain Cromlo) who 
ha'd been murdered by the Bolshe- 
viks. Tha Oudendyk report, dabed 
Sept. 6, 1918, and received by 
Balfour on ScpL 18, QOIS, from 
Sir M. FlndJay, British represen- 
tative at Christiana, .read In part 
as folloivs: 

"The foregoing report will In- 
dicate th« extremely critical na- 
ture of tho present sittiation. The 
danger is now so great that 1 feel 
it my duty to call the attention 
of the British and all other Gov- 
ernments lo the fact that if an 
end Is not put to Bolshevism In 
Russia at once the civilization of 
tho whole" w^orld will bo threat- 
ened. This is not an exaggera- 
tion, but a sober matter of fact; 
and the most unusual action of 
German and Austrian consuLf- 
general, before referred to, in 



Joining In protest ef neutral lega- 
tions appears to Indicate that the 
danger Is also being realized In 
German and Austrian quarters. I 
consider that the Immediate sup- 
pression of Bolshevism is the 
greatest Issue now bfifor6 the 
world, not even excluding the 
war which is stlU raging, end un- 
less, as above stated, Bolshevism 
is nipped In tho bud tmmiedlately, 
it Is bound to ^spread In one form 
Or another over Europe and « tho 
whole Wdrld, 'A^'\ms\OBQJ>Sj- 
TZED AND WORKED "BY JEWS 
WHO HAVE NO NATIONAL,- 
rrY, AND WHOSE ONE OB- 
JECT IS TO DESTROY FOR 
THEIR 'OWN ENDS THE EX- 
ISTING ORDER OF THINGS. 
I would beg that this report may 
be telegraphed as soon as pos- 
sible in cypher in full to the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office In view of its 
importance." 

(Note: "When a second edition 
of that \Vhlte Paper was reprint- 
ed, the part concerning the Jews 
had Iwen suppressed after a stren- 
uous pressure from organized 
Jewry upon tho British Foreign 
Office. George P. Mudgc, sup- 
ported by a great many patriotic 
Britons, tried to get an official 
explanation for the suppression 
but no official would answer.)

Our Golden Calf Is nour- 
ished, then, not by the creation 
of wealth, nor even by its esc- 
ploltation, but by its mobilization, 
the essence of speculation. The 
more often It changes hands, the 
more ia left behind In ours. We 
ore brokers who accept orders on 
all lucchangc businesses, or if you. 
prefer it publicans who w&tch 
every street comer on the* globe, 
taking a perof ntage on every deal 
made in "anonymous and •vvander- 
ing wealth," whether it be a mat- 
ter of Fcmlttanoes from one coun- 
try to another or fluctuations on 
the exchange. To the calm and 
monotonous sing-song of prosper^ 
Ity we prefer the exciting sounds 
of "Tiausse" and "baisse,"* and 
there is nothing liko revolution 
for producing this, except It be a 
war, .which is also a kind of re- 
volution. Secondly, revolution 
weakens the nations, and reduces 
their powers of resistance to out- 
.side cntorprisef. 



"The health of cur Golden Calf 
demands that certain natlMis. 
fiSjould be sick, namely those 
which ore not able of themselves 
to develop. On the other hand, 
wo fool as one with those great 
modem states such as France, 
S^land. U. S. A. and Italy*. 
Tlobse have shown us a noble hoe- 
pltality and w« co-operate with 
them for the development of cl^ 
villsatlon.

\Vhcn Poles moved to control 
tndc In Poland, whm Germans 
want to be judged and tneatcd by 
X3«nnan Judges and doctors tn 
Germany, when Riimanlan peas- 
ants want to deal .with Rumanian 
wholesalers In Rumania, when 
young- Canadians want Canada to 
be developed first for the profit 
of Canadians, the J«ws pushed 
away from a nation's patrimony 
nil the word with their cries, they 
shout everywhere complaints of 
onslaughts, mas,3ai:rcs and pog- 
roms. 

It Is curious, though, that Jews 
never mention the most cruel pog- 
roms In history. "Why? When one 
gives just a quick glance on his- 
tory, the answer is easily found. 

In antiquity, Jews Indulged 
many times in horrible massacres 
of peoples and tribes living In 
their nelgborhood-

The stoning of St. Stephen. 

They prosecute the apostles and 
cause most of them to be marty-. 
rized. 

Nero had as first adviser the 



JEW Attitllus and for his favorite 
JEWESS Poppea, both of 
whom Incited him to murder hun- 
dred thousands of Christians. 

In the JerwlEh book "Sepbcr Ju- 
chain" (Amsterdam, 1717) It Is 
stated that in the time of Pope 
Clemcntlus (A. D. 91-100), the 
Jews killed, In and outside Rome, 
"crowds of Christiana Innumer- 
able as the sands of the sea." 

Dion Cassius, the great histor- 
ian. In his "Roman History" 
(translation by Antholne do Ban- 
dole, iCeO), .wrote: "In that time, 
the Jews who lived along Cyren- 
ea. having- for their captain a cer- 
tain Andreas, killed all the 
Greeks and Romans, ato their 
flesh and entrails, bathed In their 
blood and dressed with their 
skina They very cruelly killed 
some of them, sawing them from 
the top of their heads down 
through the middle of tho body; 
they threw some to the beasts 
and forced others to fight 'one 
against the otlier; so much so 
that they brought death to 220,- 
000. A similar cruelty they show- 
ed in Bgypt and In the Island of 
Cyprus, under a certain Artem- 
Ion, their leader in barbary. Iti 
Cyprus, they slaughtered 240,000 
persons, In consequence of which 
they can no more set foot on the 
Island." 

A marginal note of the great 
French historian Gulzot, in Gib- 
bon's "Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire," reads thus: "In 
Omenta, Jews slaughtered 220,- 
000 Greeks. 2*0,000 In the Isle of 
Cyprus, and In Egypt a great mul- 
titude of people. Most of tbo mis- 
erable victims were sawed 



alcngth, according to the exam- 
ple which David had authorized 
ity his conduct." 

The Jewish book "Sophcr Ha- 
doroth" tells us that Rabbenu Je- 
huda was In the favor oX emperor 
Antoninus the Pious. "Rabbenu

BD the execution of all Na3i«an* 
who were in Rome In the year 
3D1S (A. D. 155)." The same book 
tells us that It was through the 
Influence of the Je^-s that, in the 
year 177, Marcus-Aurclius "put to 
death all the Nasareans that he 
could." (Among the latter Nazar- 
eans were Saint Pothtnlus and-*? 
of his faithful, of whom Saint 
Blandina and the Christiana Mac- 
turus and Sanctua), 

The same Jewish book tcHs ys 
how the Jews could get sUIl 
•'more fun" undtf tmpctor Cara- 
calia, the ferocious beast of An- 
sonla. The "Sepher Hadoroth" 
also states that in the year 3974 
(A. D. 2W), "the Jews killed 200,- 
000 Christiana in Romo and all 
the Christiana of Cyprus." 

The Jewish "Sepher Juchasln'* 
also states, on page 108: "Upon 
the desire of the Jews, Diocletian 
killed a great many ChrisUans, 
among whom the popes Calusand 
Marcelllnus, as well as the broth- 
er of Calus and his sister Rosa."

Sverdlow, 
ZinovietA", Kamenew, Joffe, Litvl- 
now, Kaganovitch, Levlne, Rappa- 
port, Park-us-Halphand, iGarin, 
Radek - Sobelsohn, Kalmano^itch, 
Smlrdovltch and other Soviet dic- 
tators (more than 90 p. c of 
whom were Jews); where THIR- 
TY IMILLION persona have died 
of starvation or of epidemics 
consecutive to famine, according- 
to tho figures of Dr. Ftitjor Nan* 
sen, president of the Nansen Com- 
mission, official of <he Interna- 
tional Red Cross Society. 

Those arc only the best known 
pogroms Inflicted by Jews on 
Christians. The history of anti- 
quity, of the middle ages, of mod- 
cm times is filled with mentions 
of such pogroms of individuals 
and whole population. And when 
Jews were punished for thoso 
crimes; they nowhere suffered^onei 
tenth of the evils they had' In- 
flicted upon races which had giv- 
en them hospitality. 

As Samuel Roth says (p. 16) 
and as they appear In history, 
Jews are a tribe of deadly prose- 
cutors, not a persecuted minority 
as they pretend. Through propa- 
ganda, they have tried to con- 
vlnoo public opinion of the con- 
trary, but facts and history ataijd 
as their accusers, even their own 
authors and publications.

tho blaclunallcrs of the Interna- 
tional (^Id Bank, the agitators of

,our foreign commerce, magazines, 
news agencies, cinema, clc) 

The "Jewish Encyclopedia," a 
dictionary of Jewish affairs edlt-

That encyclopedia states that, 
right from the beginning, national

Rumania, Poliakox and Speyer & 
Co., those of Russia, Kuhn, Loeb 
Sc Co., a great part of those of 
America. 

'Perhaps the most important 
operation financed by Jewish capi- 
tal In recent years," states the 
Encyclopedia, "has been the great 
dam of the Nile, the capital for 
which wa* furnished by Sir Er- 
nest Cassd." 

It goes on to say also that, 
from 1902, the Jews controlled the 
preponderance of the International 
market In all Important countries. 
"The activity of the Jews in the 
iniernatlonal market is Intimately 
connecttd with their work as for- 
eign exchangc-broliers. the move- 
ment of the PRsaOUS JIBTALS 
THROUGHOtrr THE WORLD 
BEING LARGELY DIRECTED

RATE OP EXCHANGE between 
one country and another being 
LARGELY DETERinNED BY

The "Jewish Encyclopedia" also 
states: "The Rothschilds CON-

control DIAirOIJDS; Lowijohn 
and Guggenheim control COPPEIR 
and to a certain extent SILVER.' 

It could be added that Oil 
Graustein and Dreyfus interests 
conttvl pulp and paper. 

The Encyclopedia gives us an 
instance of what can be the pow- 
er of Just one. Jewish internation- 
al financier. We choose that of 
Jacob H. Schiff (who financed 
Lenin and Trotsky in 1917, as he 
had financed the exploded Jewish 
revolution In -Russia tn 1905). The 
Jewish EStcyck^edia says, at tiie 
f*x)rd Schiff: 

"His firm (Kuhn. Ix*b & Co.) 
under his direction, became the fi- 
nancial rrconstructors of the Un- 
ion Pacific Railroad about 3897; 
and in 1901 it engaged in a strug- 
gle with the Great Northern Rail- 
way for the -possession of the 
Northern Pacific Railway; this 
resulted in a panic on the stock 
exchange (May 9, 1901) in which 
the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
held the situation at its mercy. 
Schlfrs nKxIeration and wise ac- 
tion on this occasion prevented 
disaster, and caused his firm to 
become one of the leading Influ- 
ences in the railway financial 
world, controlling more than 22,- 
000 miles of raUways and 1,S21,- 
000.000 stock. Floafced large stock 
Issues of Union Pacific. Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, Baltimore & Ohio, 
Norfolk & Western, Western Un- 
ion TVlegraiih, and many others. 
Subscribed for and floated the 3 
largo Japanese war loans in 1901 
and 1805.'- 

All our Canadian hanks put to- 
gv;thcr, representing the savings 
of mllJions of Canadian faurmers, 
workers, merchants, industrialists, 
did now own half of the v,iealth 
of that Jewish bank, representing

Thence the Jewish hat^ 
red for the ChrbUan faith took 
its growth; it Is not so groat to- 
wards any others, even heaUien 
ones, as they do not present by 
their ideas sudi danger for the 
Jews.

tc) That an orthdox Jew is not 
bound to observe principles of 
morality tov^ards peoples of other 
tnbes. and on certain occasion, 
on the contrary, he even ought to 
act against morality. If It were 
profitable for himself or for the 
Intcre-t of Jews In general. "A 
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Jew may rob a Goy, that Is. he 
may cheat him In a bill, if un- 
likely to l>c perceived by him; 
otherwise the name of God would 
become dishonoured." — Szulchan 
Anarch, Choszen Hamlszpat^ 3-18. 

"The son of Noah, who lA-ouId 
steal a farthing, ought to be put

"It is forbidden 'to disclose the 
seertts of the Law. Ho who would 
do it would be as guilty as If ho 
destroyed the whole world." —

bearing this In view were raised 
to the dignity of dogmas of faith. 
It Is not astonishing that in face 
of audi prohibitions the secrets of

18&7 Ashcr GInzberg (Achad-Ha^ 
Am) wrote: 

"The Schulchan Arunk Is not 
the book that we have chosen for 
pur guide, but the book that has 
been made our guide, whether we 
would or not, by force of histori- 
cal development; because this 
book, iust as It Is In lU present 
form, with all Its most uncouth 
sections, was the book that best 



suited the spirit of our people, 
their cnndlUon and their needs, in 
those generations In which they 
accepted It as binding on. themsel- 
vci3 and ther descendants.

Where tho laUer U a person of 
influence, the bctli-dln may use 
the legal machinery of the coun- 
try to punish him. His property 
may be declared outside the pro- 
teclion of the law (guefker), and 
he himself may be done away with 
as circumstances require."— (A

m other Canadian cities.)

■among Jews have gone «o f ar as 
to state that most of them ace 
neurasthenic and hysterical. Tob- 
Icr claims that AU^ Jewish wom- 
en In Palestine arc hysterical; and 
"Raymond says that In Warsaw, 
Poland, hysteria Is PREQUENT- 
'L.Y met with among both Jewish 
men and Jewish women. The Jew- 
ish population of that city alone 
is almost exclusively the Inex-. 
iiaustlble source for the supply of 
hysterical males for the clinics of 
the whole Continent {'L'Etude des 
•maladies du systcme ncrveux en 
Bussic. p. 71, Paris, 1889). Ag re- 
gards Austria and Germany, the 
same neurotic taint of the Jew« 
iias been emphasized by Krafft 
Ebing, who staleo that ncrvouj 
•diseases, and cspjclally neuraath- 
cnia, affect the Jews with excep- 
tional severity. Nervosttat and 
Nourasthenlschc Zustande," p. M, 
Vienna, 1895). Bkwanger, Erb. 
Jolly, Mo'bius, Lowenfcld, Oppcn- 
hclm Fere, Charcot, BauverAt. and 
most of the other speclaliits In 
the nervous, diseases, speak of Oils 
in th£ir monographs on neuras- 
thenia and hysteria, and point out 
that hysteria ain the male, which 
is so rare In other racei, is quite 
frequent among the Jews."

(3) JIENTAL— We have been corrupted 
mentally with such skill that it i& difficult 
to formulate an objecUve thought or idea 
not shaded by the brainwashing of the 
-conspiracy. For you see, besides corrupting 
Individual truths, the devil has corrupted 
whole concepts and philosophies of life which 
consequently lead us to manjy erroneous 
conclusions on our ownwWe would then be 
unlikely to comprehend 'the real essence of 
the conspiracy, thusly begirt to fight it in- 
adequately, and fall into Satan's hands any- 
way. It is only thi*bugh the Grace of God, 
obtained by prayer, sacrifice and folloniiig 
the example of Jesus Clirist that we gain 
the whole truth and become accm-ately 
enlightened. If we follow the world, the 
devil will surely help us in our mental con- . 
templations and lead us into error. 

(4) PHYSICAL — We are cormpted 
phj'sically by the pen-erdon of the natural 
laws through adulterated food, contami- 
nated water, polluted air, falsified and com- 
mercialized healing methods, and distorted 
methods of personal health care. These are 
all a direct or indirect result of tlie con- 
spiracy. Their pui-pose is to make us a 
sickly, soft, germ- superstitious, and disease- 
prone people who will be unable and un- 
likely to resist the final moves of oui- 
"earthly master."

(Continued from Page 1, Co lumn 3) 
tern as the WALL OF PARTITION to 
create deep feelings of social hostility, inse- 
curity and sensitivity. Prejudice is never 
rational, therefore the manipulators realize 
that genuine equalizing of opportunity is 
a transition project in social activities by 
" intermingling in the schools chUdren of 
various races, creeds and origins. This 
spells out the dramatic play of Nixonism 
and the death-hold on many private 
schools that have sprung up in the South, 
declaring that "a new poUcy has been 
adopted denying tax deductions to persor^ 
contributing to private institutions which 
fail to comply with desegregation rulings."

Our 
November 1, 1962 issue carried an article 
entitled: "ZOLTAN KLAR OPPOSES 
HUNGARIAN ANTI - COMMUNISTS." 
Such .articles do not usually appear in the 
"FREE" American press. 

We are informed that the late Zoltan 
Klar was a ten-times convicted criminal, 
collaborator mth the Gestapo during 
*Worid War n. The prominent Hungarian 
Jew, Mr. Jozsef Nadass, in his book "Kar- 
mos Evek" (Szepirodalml Konyvkiado, 
Budapest, 1961—586 pp) on page 322 calls 
Zoltan Klar: "The refuse of society (tar- 
sadalmi huUadek)." The same Zoltan Klar 
was also President of the B'nai Krith in 
Hungary before W.W. n, and the Presi- 
dent of the Budapest Lodge of the B'nai 
B'rith in New York.

The 
Jewish written aiORNXNG FREIHEIT 
carried an articje about Klar on July 9, 
1961, glor^ng hiip. MORNING FREIHEn; 
IS ONE OF THE OFFiaXt; PUBLICA- 
TIONS OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY, 
U.S.A.! The New York Times, Jan. 5, 1966, 
reporting on his death, carried an article 
praising Klar. When Klar died, Geza Korda, 
associate editor of 'the Hungarian-English 
SZABAD MAGYARSAG, presented im- 
portant documentation about the criminal 
background of that political Jew, Zoltan 
Klar, in the June 4, 1961 edition of that 
paper. As a result, Mr. Korda was indicted 
by the grand jurjy of New York for crim- 
inal libel. That case never came to trial. It 
was postponed 37 times until Klar died.
